BRINS LUNCHES’ 
TO COURT ROOM 


Women Show Modi Interest 
In Craig Trial. 


IS IT MORBIO CURIOSITY? 


So 
Many Weird Conjectures 
Have 
Been Made by Imaginative Newspa­ 
per W riters Regarding the Killing of 


Dr. Helene Knabe That Spectators 
at Trial Apparently Are Awaiting 


Any Sort of Development. 


Shelbyville, Ind., Dec. 8.—The city 
of Shelbyville has been a center of in­ 
terest since the trial of Dr. W. B. Craig, 
charged with killing Dr. Helene Knabe 
in Indianapolis in the fail of 1911 has 
been 
on 
here. 
Men 
and 
women 
have crowded the small courtroom to 
hear the evidence presented at this 
trial, following the inclination to sat­ 
isfy a craving for thrills, but so far 
they have been somewhat disappoint­ 
ed. This murder trial has been devoid 
of interest to the sensation-loving folk. 
But the men and women have come 
day after day apparently hoping on 
each recurring visit to find something 
that would buoy their interest 
Since the death of Dr. Knabe so 
many strange, weird stories suggesting 
possibilities of the cause of her death 
have been circulated that there is little 
wonder so many have sought the Shel­ 
by courtroom for a place to satisfy 
their craving. 
Some may have come believing that 
the evidence would substantiate the 
story that death was caused by an ape 
which found its way into her apart­ 
ments that night. 
The people got this 
story in a paper soon after the death 
of Dr. Knabe, and the memory of that 
article has remained with them these 
two years and more. 
But they have 
been disappointed in that. The article 
was inspired by a mystery story fa­ 
mous In fiction. 
They may have come to gather what 
they could in the life of Dr. Knabe 
and in the life of Dr. Craig. 
Nothing 
sensational has been brought out at 
this hearing concerning the lives of 
the principals. If sensational incidents 
have been In their lives it has not 
been brought out at this trial. But the 
people are here—hundreds of them 
every day—men and women, particu­ 
larly the latter, and they are making 
the most of their surroundings. Scores 
of women have been turned away un­ 
able to get into the courtroom. 
For 
days as many as a dozen women 
have come to the courtroom in the 
morning carrying their lunches. 'They 
eat at the noon recess and remain un­ 
til court adjourns. 
The time-honored custom of hitch­ 
ing teams around the courthouse yard 
is In vogue here. As many as oneJialf 
the owners of those teams have spent 
from two to four hours a day in the 
courtroom. 
The gallery that extends 
from the east to the west sides of the 
room has been crowded every day 
since the trial opened. 
The floor and 
the supports are so frail that at times 
It seems as lf it would fall from the 
weight Imposed on it, but the women 
who occupy it do not seem to mind; 
they are waiting for a thrill.

W hile the report is lengthy and 
exhau stive in its review of the ex­ 
tended hearings, it fails to find any­ 
thing tangible in Colonel 
M u lhall’s 
m arvelou s fabric of allegations against 
the probity of m em bers of the hou se 
of representatives, except as regards 
R epresentative Jam es T. M cDermott, 
Democrat, of Illinois. 
Even in the 
case of Mr. M cD erm ott'the com m ittee 
does not go to the length of recom ­ 
m ending action of a pu nitive charac­ 
ter. 
The lobbying activities of the N a­ 
tional Association of M anu factu rers 
are characterized as reprehensible and 
su rprise is expressed that patriotic, 
law-abiding citizens who com prise the 
rank and file of the association, shou ld 
have cou ntenanced su ch m ethods as 
were employed by Mu lhall and others. 
In regard to R epresentative McDer­ 
m ott the com m ittee says: 
“You r com­ 
m ittee is of the opinion tha t the m ost
